Their policy will be 
to put off dissolution by heiping the Govern- 
ment, as advised by Hartington, But the 
day of reckoning: will come soon. . 

The Tories were defeated on an important 
amendment tothe Local Government bill 
Friday by & majority of thirteen—Harting- 
ton and some ef the Unionists and thirteen 
Tories voting with the Gladstonians. The 
vote turned on the Gladstonian opposition to 
the Government proposal to Vest the appoint- 
ment of the County Superintendents of Po- 
lice in the Justices of the Peace. The Glad- 
stonians wapt the.appointment of thoge of- 
ficers vested in the: County Boards, and their 
views prevailed, though not in definite form. 
The proposal to give the beards control over 
the public houses (saloons) Sundays is much 
the same in principle, It is the exercise of 
the police pewer.

TRAVELING IN THE FUTURE. 

A radical change im the conditions of 
civilizea society and in the relative im- 
portance of several nations has been brought 
about by the revolution m traveliig which 
degan in the early part of the present cent- 
ury. <The memories of many: people yet 
alive ran back to the time when the stage- 
coach of land and the sailing vessel on the 
water were the best available meaus of loco- 
motion, and’ were used but sparingly. The 
population of the world was then a fixed one, 
except as a few mercantile ventures were 
possible in time of .peace and armed forces 
moved about by land or water to make war. 
Millions of people were tied down for life to 
within a short distance of thelr re 
spective oirthplaces, Now a large part 
of the earth’s surface is almost within hail- 
ing distance of the mah with moderate 
means. To him a journey of 1,000 miles is no 
more than one of tweaty te hie grandfather. 
Nor is traveling confinett to the rich. The 
poor man now changes his place of residence 
with facility. Does work fail in one city he 
can go to another, and- the same is trne with 
regard te different countries, We may be 


said to live in an sage of egigration as well 


as travel. Half a century ago few whites had 
found their way more than a short distance 
inland from the séacoasts of North America. 
Now the whole expanse between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific has been sppropriated, and 
much of it settled by the restless Caucasian. 

The- world is threatened with another 
revolution, the outcome of which may be 
even more radical than the first. The air- 
ship is looming up on the horizon of the not 
far distant future, and for aught we know 
may be freighted with material of niore im- 
portance to humanity than the supposed con- 
tents of Pandora’s celebrated box. The 
balloon has been known for more than a 
century, but up to date is so unwieldy that 
it cannot be. depended upon as a means for 


locomotion. Now it threatens to invade the 


province of the reilroad-car and the steam- 
ship, and possibly to supersede them both. 
It offera the promise of transit over land or 
sea With a celerity which compares with that 
attainable by steam as Goes thé speed 
of the hare with that of the tortoise, and ht- 
tle increase in peril to the voyugeur. A propo- 
sition is already before Congress for aiding 
a Ch inventor te construct an airship, 
brilliant Edison is reported to have 
accepted a royal invitation to bend the force 
of his fertile brain on the same subject. 
Those who have watchéd and -marveled at 
his uniformly sucofssful éareer a6 an in- 
ventor in the past and sean hew tle usages 
of social amd commercial life have been 
changed by the numerous Minerval wonders 
that have sprung forth full armed from the 
head of this modern Jove ¢annot doubt that 
if spared he will ere long solve the problem, 
whether the other man succeeds or uot. 

It is pot too much yo expect, if one cannot 
confidently predict, that not many years will 
elapse before the people of this and other 
countries Will be riding through the air as 
easily, and almost as safely, as thay now 
travel on the surface of the land or water; in 
Other Words, that man will at last have 
learned the lesson which the birds have been
